How t^hey Make Lemon* Sour. 


Until recently the California people 


did not know how to cure lemons. Tb* 
fruit was never tart enough. There 
would be plenty of juice, but It con- 
tained a high percentage of sugar and 
a small percentage of 
acid, which 


made It unmarketable. 
But a few 


years ago the lemon growers clubbed 
together and sent experts over to Italy 
and Spain to learn the business, and 
now they are producing much better 
results. They pick the fruit before It 
begins to turn yellow and put it In a 
cueing house, where It Is kept at an 
even temperature of about 50 degrees 
for about 20 days, which "sweats out" 
all the sugar. It Is then removed to 
another temperature for 00 days more 
before it Is ready for the market. 
Thus the highest degree of acid and 
the largest degree of Juice can be ob- 
tained. One of the curious effects of 
this "sweating" process Is to reduce 
the thickness of the skin. It originally 
grows thick and tough, but. the acid 
seems to eat it up.— Chicago Record.

CONTROL OF TRUSTS BY FEDERAL TAXATION

Views of Congressman Newlands Presented 


in a Communication to the Sec- 


retary of the Chicago 


Conference. 


CONGRESSMAN NEWLANDS accepted the invitation of the Civic 
> Federation at Chicago to address the recent conference on trusts, 
held under its auspices and at which Mr. Bryan and Burk Cockran 
were such conspicuous figures. At the last moment, however, he was 
prevented by business engagements from going, and, having been re- 
quested by the Secretary to communicate his views in writing, sent the 
following letter in which he discusses the feasibility of controlling 
trusts by Federal taxation. 


Federal Taxation as a Means of Controlling Trusts. 


EKXO, Nev., Sept 20, 1S99: 


Halph _¥. Easley, Esq., Secretary Con 


ference on Trusts, Chicago, III.— My Dear 
Sir: I regret my inability to comply with 
the request of the Civic Federation to 
address the conference on trusts at 
Chicago, and avail myself with pleasure 
of the privilege accorded rnu of present- 
ing my views in •writing 
I shall confine 


myself mainly to the remedy. 


Wlmt is a Trust? 


First — The term "trust" is n misnomer 


as applied tD the combination of capital 
which has aroused so much solicitude. 
The old trust was a combination of in 
dependent producers to fix the price of a 
particular cornmoJity. fciucli a combi- 
nation could be annulled through the 
courts as an agreement in restraint of 
trade. To-day the same object is accom 
plished in a legal way, viz: By a union of 
capital in one great corporation which 
purchases the property of the independ- 
ent producer and makes them nil stock- 
holders in a common enterprise. 


Capital has learned from the labor 


union the wisdom of co operation, and 
co-operation is now largely sustained 
both in labor and capitalistic unions foi 
the old principle of competition. 


It is contended with much force that, 


if the right of laborers to combine and 
fix the price of labor by preventing the 
individual laborers from competing fur 
a job by the acceptance of lower conipen 
sation is conceded, it must also be con- 
ceded that capital has the same right. 


It must be recollected, however, that 


the labor union is formed for the pur 
pose of obtaining for labor an increased 
share of the profits of production and 
that the accomplishment of such a pur 
pose is a distinct advantage to society, 
and should be favored, whilst the capi 
talistic union may so exercise its power 
as to depress the labor and to unduly 
raise the price of products, and ns this 
power can only be exercised through an 
artificial being called a corporation, 
which is the creation of the State, it is 
the right and duty of the State to limit it 
and control it. 


No Remedy iu Tariff Tinkering, 


Second—Tariff 
legislition will not 


reach the difficulty, for whilst it may be 
true that the field of competition ia re- 
stricted by the tariff wall, thus making 
the organazition of a domestic trust 
.easier by reason of the lack of foreign 
Competition, yet it must be recollected 
th-it combinations of capital exist in 
England, France and Qjrmany to-day, 
and that the effect of lowering the tariff 


wa*U would simply be to substitute R 
foreig?1 tnlst for a domestic trust in the 
"control oi"Qtlr markets. 


This would' be nt the expense not duly 


of American eai?ital bnt of American 
labor. The laborers now employed by 
our domestic trusts woui''1 bo idle; then- 
places would be taken by ^borers em- 
ployed abroad by foreign tracts The 
remedy would be worse than the disease 
The American union of capital might be 
destroyed, but with it would go down 
the American union of labor. 


The prosperity 
of the republic is 


founded upon the prosperity of Ameri- 
can laborers. All 
legislation should 


place the American man above 
the 


American dollar, but it should not, in its | 
endeavor to rectify the abuses of Ameri- 
can unions of capital take away the em- 
ployment of the American laborers 


What we should do is to maintain for 


American 'aborers and American capital 
the practical monopoly of American 
markets, and nt the same time by do- 
meYstic legislation, inside of the tariff 
wall, so restrain unions of capital as to 
prevent them from oppressing the laborer 
on one aids and the consumer on the 
other.

Federal Legislation Needed. 


Fourth— The only adequate remedy is 


through federal legislation, the opera- 
tion of which will be uniform through- 
out the republic. It is true that the 
federal government cannot prevent the 
organization of State corporations, nor is 
this desirable, but it can, through its 
power regarding the regulation of inter- 
State oommaroe, restrain their operation 
and it can use its taxing power in such a 
way aj either to destroy or to regulate 
and control. 


The powei relating to the regulation 


of inter State commerce is hardly sufflci 
eat to moot the evil as evasion would 
ba easy. Any trust could restrain its 
operations to tho limits of tho State un- 
der the laws of which it was organized. 
At the same time purchasers from other 
States could buy in such State. The 
sale would be domestic, the transfer of 
the product would be inter State, and 
legislation aimed at the trust in its inter- 
State business might be evaded. 


I!o»t and Only Remedy. 


Fifth—The power of taxation of the 


federal government is ample ts inset the 
difficulty, and it is much more far reach- 
ing than the power exercised under the 
inter-State commerce section of the con- 
stitution. The power of taxation can be 
used either to destroy or restrain, and it 
has bden so used within our experience. 


Thus for instance, as to tho undoubted 


right of State banks to issue currency 
under State statutes permitting it, the 
federal government does not deny the 
right, but it has seen fit to impose a tax 
of ten per cent upon State bank currency 
and thus practically to prohibit ita issue. 
So also, with reference to oleomargarine 
The beef trust had organized for the 
production and sale of oleomargarine 
upon a great scab. Oleomargarine was 
innocuous and resembled in appeaiance 
and 1 aate the genuine butter. The use 
of this material was threatening the de- 
struction of the dairy interests of the 
country, in which large amounts of capi- 
tal were invested, and hundreds of 
thousands of people were employed. 


The States took hold of the matter and 


by legislation within their own bound- 
aries sought to protect the dairy in- 
terests and restrain the oleomargarine 
interest. Their legislation was, in the 
main, ineffective, and so resource was 
lia 1 to the federal government for a far- 
reichin? law 
The result was that the 


power of taxation was so exercised by 
the federal government as to restrain the 
oleomargarine interest and to protect 
the dairy interest 
Thus oleomargarine 


was made a subject of revenue to the 
government, and the tax imposed upon 
ii served to limit its competitive effici- 
ency. 


Kvils Can be Reached. 


Here, then, we have two illustrations of 


fi3 power of federal taxation—one the 
power to destroy, the other the power to 
regulate and restrain. Why cannot this 
power be used with reference to the 
modern trust, and in a mout efficient 
way? Through it two evils can be 
reached. One, the monopoly of prodnc - 
tion by unions of capital, and the other, 
the escape of organized' wealth under 
present conditions, from the burthens of 
o£ federal taxation. The latter is one of 
the crying evils of the times. 
The 


whole tendency of federal legislation has 
been to exempt accumulated wealth The 
wealth of tho country has been for years 
rapidly drifting into corporations. 


S ooks in corporations represent, more 


than any other class of property, the 
surplus wealth of the country, for the 
man who has a share of stock has some- 
thing which ho has accumulated over and 
above his current wants and expendi- 
tures, aud the best method of reaching 
the surplus wealth of the country is to 
tax corporations. 


It is trao that the income tax decision 


has in a measure restricted the field of 
federal taxation. It practically exempts 
real property and its income, and per- 
sonal propsrty and its income from in- 
ternal revenue taxation, yet the field of 
federal tar.ation is still a large one, for it 
embraces ill the transactions of business 
and though the real and personal prop- 
erty of s corporation aad fto uoomo 


therefrom cannot be directly reached, 
yet every transaction in -which such 
corporations engage may be made the 
subject of taxation by the federal govern' 
ment, and the taxes imposed may be 
classified in such a way aa to restrain 
unions of capital in their monopolistic 
tendencies. 


Legitimate Sphere of Corporation!. 
Now, it is well understood that the 


great monopolies of production can only 
be accomplished through the formation 
of gigantic corporations. The forma' 
tion of those gigantic corporations means 
concentrated control, diminution of the 
number of officials, improved economies 
in every-line. - 


From the standpoint of economics it is 


hard to point out any danger to'which 
society is subjected by their creation, so 
long as their only purpose is the con- 
sarveration of energy, bnt they go 
further than this. If allowed to go un- 
checked they will undoubtedly attack 
labor itself by the diminution of its 
wages. 


The ordinary producer, haying bnt 


one factory, cannot afford to get into a 
controversy with his employes, for that 
would involve on absolute cessation of 
the work of his enterprise. A corpora- 
tion owning a dozen factories can easily 
operate eleven whilst it is engaged in 
bringing the operatives of the twelfth to 
its terms, and thus, step by step, can 
bring about 
a reduction of 
wages 


throughout all of its twelve factories. So 
al-o, having destroyed competition, it 
can raise the price of its products and 
thus increase the profits of capital both 
by diminished wages of its employes 
and increased prices charged to its con- 
sumers. 


It can also destroy all competition by 


selling its products below cost within 
the territory of competitive operation, 
retaining its prices in the field of its 
monopoly, and thus, without loss in the 
aggregate, yield to a localized loss which 
will destroy all competitive enterprises. 
Thus the individual stands no chance 
against the corporation, and individual 
isji is practically pestroyed. 


Tax Accumulated Wenlllj. 


The purpose then of federal legislation 


upon this subject would be to reach ae- 
on nulated wealth and at the same time 
protect individualism. Taxes, therefore, 
imposed upon the transactions of corpor- 
ations, will accomplish both purposes. 
Thsy will reach accumulated wealth and 
thsy will protect individualism, for the 
individual, freed from the handicap of 
such taxes, may be able to hold his own, 
and thus the handicap of the tax will 
preserve the equalibrium between indi- 
vidual enterprises on the one hand and 
corporate enterprises on the other. 


It is true that it will take time to work 


out this problem wisely and justly, but I 
see no reason why progressive legisla- 
;ion, advancing with conservatism, step 
ay step, should not ultimately reach 
every difficulty. 


The first step should be the orgina- 


ion of a Bureau of Industry, somewhat 
resembling that of the Bureau of the 
Controller of the Currency, to which 
report should be made by all corpora- 
ions, showing the amount of their 
capital stock, their bonds, their income, 
iheir transactions, the number of opera.- 
ives employed, the wages paid and all 
;he other data which in time will pre- 
sent a mass of statistical information 
.hat will aid and guide legislation. Pub- 
icity itself will do much in the way of 
correcting evils, for definite statistics 
will suggest definite remedies. 


The tax at first inaugurated should 


ba moderate. It should reach at first 
only those great organizations whose 
evil effects upon modern individualism is 
encoded, and reliance should bo placed 
upon the statistics accumulated later on, 
,o furnish suggestions tor additional tax 
egislation. 


Time for Decisive Action. 


The powers of the federal government 


relating to taxation and inter State com* 
merce m connection with published re- 
ports should be ample to meet every 
difficulty. 
No time should be wasted in 


academic discussion as to the precise 
evils that may result from unions of 
capital, or, as to whether such evils have 
as yet been realized. 


Accumulated wealth should contri- 


bute more than it does to the federal 
revenue. This is a sufficient reason tor- 
commencing immediately with corpora- 
ions, even if, as is claimed, the evil of 
unions of capital are imaginary. 
The 


miehinery being prepared by law, the 
erils can be taken hold of as they ai ise, 
and taxation so levied as to restrain, if 
that only is desirable, or to destroy, if 
relief is otherwise unobtainable.
